Nixon Vetoes 
Huge Public 


Works Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon today vetoed a $5.6 
billion public works bill, saying 
it "would not even make a real 
start on delivering on its im­ 
plied promise" of quickly creat­ 
ing new .jobs. 
Nixon, in a veto message to 
the Senate, aimed his fire at a 
$2-billion section of the meas­ 
ure that would set up pump- 
priming public works projects 
in localities with high unem­ 
ployment rates. 
Experience under a similar 
law in 1962, Nixon wrote, in­ 
dicated. there would be an 18- 
month time lag before the ve­ 
toed 
measure 
could 
become 
fully 
effective. 
By then, 
he 
said, 
"Further 
stimulation 
would be unnecessary and in­ 
flationary.” 
He based Ms time lag esti­ 
mate on the long delays en­ 
countered in planning and or­ 
ganizing construction projects. 
WMle vetoing this bill, Nixon 
asked 
'Congress 
to 
promptly 
enact an administration-backed 
emergency 
employment 
act 
would finance the creation of 
temporary public service jobs 
which, Nixon argued, could be 
rapidly filled without the delays 
inherent in public works proj­ 
ects. The measure he favors 
has 
cleared 
a 
Senate-House 
conference committee. 
The vetoed bill also contained 
funds for the Appalachan Re­ 
gional 
Development 
Adminis­ 
tration. 
In his message, Nixon urged 
Congress to quickly pass en.er- 
gency legislation to continue 
these two programs, due to ex­ 
pire June 30, until permanent 
legislation can be enacted. 
The President contended the 
vetoed public works bill "would 
have 
created 
dead-end 
jobs 
amounting to a system of per­ 
manent subsidized public em­ 
ployment.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
White House said today Presi­ 
dent Nixon will not seek tax re­ 
ductions to give the economy 
further stimulation, nor will he 
attempt to speed federal spend­ 
ing. 
In addition, the White House 
announced Nixon will veto a 
$5.6-billion public works bill, in­ 
cluding a proposal to create 
jobs for the unemployed. 
Secretary 
of

Treasury 
John B. Connally told newsmen 
Nixon will not institute a wage 
and price review board in an 
attempt to control inflation, nor 
will he use powers granted to 
Mm 
by 
Congress 
to 
clamp 
down 
mandatory 
wage 
and 
price controls on the economy. 
The White House announced 
that Connally, a Democrat and 
former 
Texas 
governor, 
has 
been designated chief economic 
spokesman for Nixon. 
Although the 
economy has 
not moved fast enough as yet to 
cut into a 6.2 per cent unem­ 
ployment rate, Connally said 
the President has decided there 
is enough stimulation to do the 
job eventually. 
The secretary told newsmen 
that an unemployment rate of 
four per cent, considered by 
economists to be a full employ­ 
ment. "is a myth. It’s never 
happened, except in war time.” 
He said the President wants 
to reduce the unemployment 
rate and will look favorably on 
proposals that would carry out

B. Johnson, Humphrey told a 
news conference: “I don’t think 
the President deliberately de­ 
ceived the American people. I 
think at the time it is always 
difficult for a President to give 
all the details because many of 
the decisions are so contempo­ 
rary or current in a military 
manner that had they all been 
made known at the immediate 
moment, it would have given 
valuable information to the ene­ 
my.” 
In Boston, Ellsberg surren­ 
dered to federal authorities be­ 
fore a cheering crowd, declar­ 
ing "I am prepared to face all 
consequences.” 
A Los Angeles grand jury 
probing the leak of the classi­ 
fied Pentagon documents an­ 
nounced the indictment of Ells­ 
berg later Monday.

High winds, heavy rains, and 
accompanying 
hail 
caused 
heavy crop damage in Rush 
County Monday afternoon. Some 
areas reported unofficially three 
inches of rain fell in less than 
one hour. 
The heavy clouds darkened, 
the sky for a period of timo, 
causing motorists to run with 
lights on. Many streets were 
flooded in Rushville, with storm 
sewers unable to keep up with 
the deluge. 
Reports of hail "as large as 
golf balls” were coming in to 
this newspaper. 
Hail caused extensive damage 
to corn, wheat, and soybeans 
in a band a crass central and 
north 
central 
Rush 
County. 
Much of the corn was shredded, 
with damage listed as slight to 
severe. 
Some bean fields were heavily 
damaged, with leaves complete­ 
ly torn from the stems. 
High winds accompanying the 
storm played havoc with heavy 
headed wheat, much of which 
was ready for the combine. 
Early reports trickling into 
the area extension agent’s of­ 
fice indicate the damage is mild 
to severe. Some fields on one 
side of a road might show ex­ 
treme damage, while the field 
ajacent 
shows 
hardly 
any 
damage at ill. 


Much of the damage is report­ 
ed in Jackson and Center town­ 
ships. 
Wheat was damaged in two 
ways. Some wheat is reported 
wind-whipped, and is down. In 
other fields, hail shattered the 
heads, and the grain is strewn 
on the ground. 
A field of wheat on highway 
3 two miles north of Rushville 
appears almost a total loss, with 
wheat on the ground and little 
left in the heads. One observer 
said, "It looks like the field 
has been seeded from the air, 
it is so thick on the ground.” 
Little was left of the heads. 
One area about two miles 
north of Rushville. extending 
four miles west of state road 3 
and one mile east showed ex­ 
tensive hail damage. The hail 
band extended north in Jackson 
township beyond Sexton road. 
Reports of damage in the 
northeastern part of the county 
in the Bentonville area have 
also been received.

Squabbling Congress May Permit 
Draft Law To Expire Wednesday

saw the previous record 158 
House 
antiwar 
forces 
have 
mustered 
the 
largest 
group 
ever in losing an attempt to 
speed the end of the Indochina 
war. 
The tally came on rejection, 
219 to 176, of a Senate amend­ 
ment to the draft-extension bill 
to set a nine-month deadline for 
U.S. 
withdrawal 
from 
In­ 
dochina. The draft bill now 
moves into' Senate and House 
conference, where little hope is 
seen for full congressional ap­ 
proval before the present draft 
laws 
run 
out 
at 
midnight 
Wednesday. 
The 176 proponents of the 
amendment 
Monday were 18 
more than voted two weeks ago 
for a Dec. 31 cutoff of funds 
supporting U.S. involvement in 
the war. 
The new antiwar voters in­ 
cluded some surprises. 
Reps. H. R. Gross, R-Iowa, 
and John J. Rooney, D-N.Y., 
w’ere among the losers. They 
said they voted for the deadline 
amendment because it was the 
first proposal that wouldn’t tie 
President Nixon's hands. And 
both 
said 
the 
measure 
was 
strictly advisory in nature,, ex­ 
pressing the sense of Congress. 
There 
were 
143 Democrats 
and 33 Republicans in favor of 
the deadline. 
Backers 
of the 
withdrawal 
amendment 
said 
a 
deadline 
contingent on negotiating for 
release of all prisoners is the 
only sure way to guarantee a 
quick return of Americans held 
in Indochina. 
Tabled, thus killed by the 
vote, was a motion by Rep. 
Charles W. Whalen to instruct 
House conferees to favor the 
deadline amendment. 
It wras a 
Whalen-sponsored 
measure two weeks ago that 


votes favoring a year-end funds 
cutoff. 
That measure was a bit more 
toughly worded, but would have 
had an effect «similar to the 
amendment defeated Monday, 
expressing 
the 
sentiment 
of 
Congress. 
Rep. 
Lucien N. Nedzi, D- 
Mtch., was Whalen’s cosponsor 
for 
the 
primary 
amendment 
among seven defeated attempts 
to write a deadline. 
Nevertheless, the 158 for the 
Nedzi-Whalen 
measure 
was 
well above the 130 average on 
House antiwar votes, and sur­ 
passed by five the previous anti­ 
war bloc gathered for a proce­ 
dural vote last summer to keep 
American troops out of Cam­ 
bodia.

Diplomat Dies 
In Desert After

plane Saturday. 
Russell, set out 'from, Rabat 
with his family and Whitcomb 
early 
this 
month 
to 
drive 
across, 2,500 miles of desert to 
Dakar, where he was to be­ 
come deputy chief of mission at 
the American Embassy. He had 
been head of the political sec­ 
tion at the embassy in Rabat 
for four years. 
An embassy spokesman said 
Russell lost his way more than 
a week ago in the desolate 
mountain region southwest of 
Ain Ben Tili, in northern Mau­ 
ritania. 
His 
station 
wagon 
broke an axle, and Russell died 
trying to repair it in the 105 
degree heat. 
The 
three 
survivors 
were 
found in an advanced stage of 
exhaustion 
and 
dehydration. 
They 
were 
taken 
to

ment. Their lives were not in 
danger, the spokesman said, 
but they were “lucky to have 
been found in time.”

Buckley In 
Indianapolis

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
“leftward 
drift” 
of 
national 
Democratic party leaders has 
left millions of Democrat* dis­ 
enchanted 
and 
Republicans 
could 
gain 
their votes 
next 
year, Sen. James L. Buckley, 
Con-R-N.Y., said Monday night. 
“We Republicans can build a 
new coalition, a majority coali­ 
tion, 
which 
will 
incorporate 
those millions upon millions of 
Democrats who have become 
disenchanted with the leftward 
drift of their party leadership,” 
said 
the New York 
senator 
elected in 1970 on the Conserv­ 
ative party ticket. 
Buckley, 
who 
has 
aligned 
himself with Republicans in the 
Senate, spoke to about 2,000 
Indiana Republicans at a $100- 
a.-couple fund raising dinner. 
The GOP must build a ma­ 
jority coalition, Buckley said, 
because the 
1972 election is 
“critically important” not only 
for returning 
“a 
Republican 
president to office, but we must 
also elect a Congress which will 
put politics aside long enough to 
work with him to achieve essen­ 
tial national, objectives.” 
Buckley 
commended 
major 
domestic 
and 
foreign 
policy 
themes of the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, singling out the Presi­ 
dent’s revenue-sharing and wel­ 
fare reform proposals for spe­ 
cific praise. 
Of the President’s foreign pol­ 
icy, Buckley said: 
“The administration is chart­ 
ing a consistent and prudent 
policy which accepts without 
apology the role of leadership 
which history has thrust upon 
the American public, while at 
the same time dispensing with 
that messianic zeal which for 
too long has attempted to re­ 
model the rest of the world in 
the American image.” 
At a news conference earlier 
Monday, Buckley said he thinks 
Pres id ut Nixon should keep 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
as his running mate next year. 


Judge Refuses 


To Halt Session 


Of Teamsters 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 
federal judge refused today to 
halt the Teamsters convention 
opening next week in Miami 
Beach, but ordered the giant 
union to take steps to give 
rank-and-file members a bigger 
voice in their affairs. 
“It is clear to the court that 
rank-and-file members are not 
afforded a full opportunity to 
participate in the affairs of the 
union,” said U.S. District Judge 
June L. Green. 
Acting on a petition by Don 
Vestal, the Nashville, Tenn., lo­ 
eal Teamsters leader, she or­ 
dered the union to set up proce­ 
dures to permit union members 
to petition for a change in their 
consitution and then submit it 
to ratification by the Teamsters 
million members. 
But she refused Vestal's re­ 
quest to halt the July 5 con­ 
vention at which Frank E. Fitz­ 
simmons is viewed as certain to 
take over as president to re­ 
place the imprisoned James R. 
Hoff. Hoffa resigned last week 
and Fitzsimmons automatically 
became president. Hoffa also 
endorsed Fitzsimmons for elec­ 
tion to a new five-year presi­ 
dential term..

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VIETNAM PAPERS No. 1 
Publication of the Vietnam Papers has 
stirred up a storm that will rage for an 
indefinite period of time. 
Now, there are some things these docu­ 
ments definitely ARE. and are NOT. 
First, they are not in any sense of the 
word a history of our involvement in 
Vietnam. It is" true that there are sec­ 
tions of narrative-analysis; approximate­ 
ly 36 persons took part in compilation of 
the full set. The most truthful, percep­ 
tive and accurate evaluation I have seen 
to date comes from the eminent colum­ 
nist Max Lerner. Lerner is a liberal; I 
disagree with him frequently, but I have 
always respected him for being honest, 
candid and forthright. 
Second, their publication could quite 
possibly endanger U. S. security in the 
sense it wopld give enemies (and allies) 
a key to our cedes. There were included 
numerous texts of high-level memos and 
cables. There is no way to tell how many 
of these, in code, have been intercepted. 
Security experts in the Pentagon must 
assume any one of them might have 
been. They must also assume that even 
the most difficult code can be broken if 
plain text is furnished, 
Third, the documents were stolen — 
that is, copies were made of the originals. 
The originals were professionally print­ 
ed, yet newspaper versions have some 
words missing marked “illegible.” There 
was nothing illegible in the originals at 
all. Trace the copying? Experts say there 
is no known method to examine an orig­ 
inal and tell if a copy has been made. 
Here we come to the motivation be­ 
hind the theft itself. For theft it was, 
and theft it will remain, a knowing viola­ 
tion of the U. S. Code; these were classi­ 
fied and not to be released. 
An interview with the former Penta­ 
gon Whiz Kid who has all but admitted 
to being the culprit included this inter­ 
esting answer, in response to the ques­ 
tion, “What has been your direct in­ 
volvement in the Vietnam War?” He re­ 
plied; 
“My role was as a participant, along 
with a lot of other people, in a con­ 
spiracy to commit a number of war 
crimes including, I believe, aggressive 
war.” 
Well, I’m not too surprised; the “war 
crimes” bogey has been waved high, 
wildly and irresponsibly lately; it seems 
to have become the latest fashionable 
hair shirt among some self-styled “de­ 
fense intellectuals.” Their conscience, It 
seems, didn’t bother them at all when 
they were part of the decision-making 
process, close to the centers of power, 
and wallowing in whatever reflected 
glory they found, to one degree or an­ 
other. 
But once outside? I must refer these 
political Pharisees, now lining the streets 
to publicly beat their breasts to the fol­ 
lowing lines from James Russell Lowell; 
' “In vain we call old notions fudge. 
And bend our conscience to our deal­ 
ing; 
The Ten Commandments will not 
budge. 
And stealing will continue stealing.”

We set the institution up to do 
this." 
The facility is programed to 
have 350 of the 400 inmates 
engaged in educational pursuit 
100 per cent of their time. In 
addition to the educational fac­ 
ilities, the vocational programs 
are outstanding. There are three 
automobile shops. One is for 
advanced students, tearing down 
and working on internal en­ 
gines; one teaches body and 
fender repair; and the third 
concentrates on service such as 
tire changes and wheel align­ 
ment. It would take 18 months to 
complete all courses in the auto 
shops and a graduate would 
be a competent mechanic. 
A welding shop starts with 
the simple laying of an arc weld 
on a piece of metal and con­ 
tinues on to aluminum, brass 
and more sophisticated pro­ 
cesses. There is a complete 
printing shop, including modern 
offset presses; barber training; 
drafting; and even custodial 
training for those not academi­ 
cally equipped for more techni­ 
cal trades. It includes simple 
plumbing and electrical main­ 
tenance as well as floor care. 
McCart said: "We feel the 
religious aspect of a man’s life 
is quite important, and we have 
tried to meet these needs. We 
have a full time Protestant chap­ 
lain and a half-time Catholic 
chaplain, as well as a little 
chapel that will seat 200 in­ 
mates." 
Religion is voluntary, and «o 
tar services are not well at­ 
tended. 
When the Diagnostic Center 
is opened this September, the 
pair will make quite a correc­ 
tional complex, in the former 
cornfield.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and answers on federal tax matters 
is provided by the local office of the U. S. Internal Revenue 
Service, and is published as a public service. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q) Where should I write about 
a delayed refund? 
A) If it has been at least ten 
weeks since you sent in your re­ 
turn and you have received no 
word about it. then write the 
IRS service center where you 
sent your return. The IRS will 
need 
to know 
approximately 
w'hen your retu rn was mailed, 
your Social Security number, 
name and present address. 
Q) How can I tell if I’m going 
to need more tax withheld from 
my paycheck? 
A) The taxpayers most likely 
to need more withholding are: 
1) Employees who expect to 
earn more than $11,500 hi 1971 
and intend to claim the $1,500 
standard deduction or itemize 
deductions totaling less than 13 
percent of their salaries; 
2) Single employees who ex­ 
pect to earn $15,000 or more in 
1971; 
3) Married employees who ex­ 
pect to earn $25,000 or more 
this year and w’hose spouses are 
not employed; and 
4) All working couples. 
If you think that you may fall 
into one of these categories, 
estimate the amount to be with­ 
held during 1971 from the tables 
IRS has provided to your em ­ 
ployer. Compare this estimate

USDA Ends

job should be simple. Working 
with a kit should clear up a lot 
of doubts before one tackles the 
sheets of material for random 
cutting. 
For example, here’s how the 
bathtub section is installed: 
Projecting fixtures are mea­ 
sured and charted on the mate­ 
rial. Holes are then drilled in 
the area to be cut... A saber saw 
is used to enlarge the opening. 
The penciled area of a piece 
of material, is outlined 
with 
adhesive along its edges and the 
top area. The piece is pressed to 
the wall, pulled slightly away 
and pressed firmly down for 
better adhesion. Finishing nails 
are placed (temporarily) be­ 
tween the bottom of the panel 
and the tub rim to provide 
space for caulking. 
Another kit provides a single 
sheet for the back panel. But it 
may be more unwieldy for a 
do-it-yourselfer to fit into place. 
A trim kit of the material is 
also available, good news for 
those do-it-yourselfers who de­ 
pend on trim to provide a neat 
finish. Trim can make up for a 
number of slight errors—the un­ 
even dimensions of a wall, mis­ 
calculations in placement, and 
so on. Trim 
strips measure' 
three-fourths of an inch by 2 
inches by 74 inches, but may be 
cut to size. 
It isn’t a job a woman might 
relish, but if she has no alterna­ 
tive, and she can. round up a 
couple of neighbors or bridge 
club companions to help her lift 
the sheets into place, she might 
just pull it off. In addition at her 
local building supply store she 
might find some Roman-style 
white plastic columns of alumi­ 
num that might be cut to fit the 
bathtub area.

Hog Cholera 
Cases Decline 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Hog 
cholera cases continued to drop 
in May with only 15 infected 
herds reported for the month, 
the Agriculture Department 
said today. 
, 
A department statement said 
that May’s count compared fa­ 
vorably with 46 infected herds 
in May 1970 and 152 such cases 
in May 1969 
The sharp decline in hog chol­ 
era incidence is also reflected in 
the number of infected herds re­ 
ported during the first five 
months of 1971. Some 96 cases 
reported since January 1 com­ 
pared with 272 for the first five 
months of 1970 and 468 for the 
same period in 1969. 


10.000 Hanoi 
Troops Poised 
For New Drive 
SAIGON (AP) — A South 
Vietnamese general claimed to­ 
day that Hanoi has committed 
10.000 troops to an offensive 
against allied artillery bases in 
the northwest comer of South 
Vietnam. 
Maj. Gen. Phan Van Phu,‘ 
commander of the 1st Division, 
told newsmen in Dong Ha that 
the enemy force is maneuver­ 
ing in 800 square miles of 
Quang Tri province, west from 
the provincial capital to the 
Laotian border and north of 
Highway 9 to the demilitarized 
zone.Phi said 6,000 of the enemy 
troops infiltrated across the 
DMZ since May 1. He said they 
have mortars, rocket launchers 
and antiaircraft guns but no 
heavy artillery. 
Phu denied reports that the 
North Vietnamese had moved 
122mm and 130mm guns across 
the DMZ. The general said 
such big guns are just north of 
the buffer zone but “they have 
not been used against our 
forces up to' now,” 
The general said he expected 
“heavy fighting” along the de­ 
fensive chain of bases in the 
unpopulated northwest sector. 
But he predicted they would be 
able to keep the enemy from 
breaking through to the coastal 
lowlands for a pre-election of­ 
fensive in the populated re­ 
gions. 
Although the South Vietnam­ 
ese were driven from Fire Base 
Fuller, Phu said the enemy is 
“generally weaker this >ear. 
He attributed this to the South 
Vietnamese Invasion into Laos.
